the sen­ 
ate’s minority leader, and Sec­ 
retary Sam Devine (R-Frank- 
lin) house member and former 
FBI agent.

recommend rules, and to rec­

Robinson announced at the 
close of the session that the 
personnel committee will be 
composed of Devine, Sen.

of witch-hunting and publicity- 
seeking.”

with charges of Communist af­ 
filiation. 
Public hearings, Saxbe con­ 
tinued. also might run into the 
danger of “ springing a leak or 
blasting a lead in an FBI case” 
and thus damaging work al­ 
ready done by the federal se­ 
curity agency. 
Saxbe pointed out that news

He said there were three

tem perature fell to a record low’ 
64 degrees, easily withstood am ­ 
putation of both legs nine inches 
below the knee yesterday. 
Considerable skin grafting still 
will be necessary to her hands 
and on the legs above the knees 
where the frozen skin has peeled 
off. the surgeons added.

spokesm an 
said 
Mrs. Stevens gave her consent 
for the am putations—which doc­ 
tors at first hoped to avoid—and 
quoted her as saying: 
‘‘I still say I’m lucky to be 
alive.”

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THE RIVER PROBLEM 
INTO THE bedlam of getting ready for 
was the report of the President’s Water Re­ 
sources Policy Commission has been injec­ 
ted. It asks for considerable money to de­ 
velop the main river watersheds and con­ 
serve the water and soil resources of the 
country. 
Finding that money for soil conserva­ 
tion, forest maintenance, wildlife protec­ 
tion, flood prevention, the avoidance of pol­ 
lution, the promotion of recreation facilities 
and the promotion of irrigation and hydro­ 
electric power will be a sizable task. 
The report asks for the establishment of 
a national board of review to go over the 
entire program and select basic projects 
which can be accomplished within the larg­ 
er preparedness program. 
The water resources of the country are 
diminishing and the soil is being eroded. If 
the international mess is finally straighten­ 
ed out, the problems of polluted rivers, er­ 
oded land, the waste of floods and the wat­ 
er shortages that hold back development 
will remain to plague the country. 
America has engaged in much boondog­ 
gling in its approach to the river problem. 
The time has arrived to slough off false 
motions, penetrate to the heart of the prob­ 
lem and get a necessary job done econo­ 
mically. 


A N A T IO N O F H U M O R IS T S 
THE American people have a well de­ 
veloped sense of humor. It is an American 
characteristic to see the funny side of a 
•ituation and to joke about matters of a 
serious chefracter. 
Furthermore, humor has become big 
business. It has brought fame and fortune 
to many who dispense it on the radio or 
put it into words for newspapers. 
The 
“ gag” man has become an accepted fix­ 
ture of broadcasting. Everybody loves a 
clever story if it brings a laugh. 
This attitude is commendable, except 
that it has established a national habit of 
indulging in humor at the wrong time and 
at the expense of an inappropriate situa­ 
tion. The prospect of a prosperous and 
peaceful future is not bright. This is not a 
time to show sophistication by poking fun 
at the head of the government. 
Whatever private opinion may be con­ 
cerning Harry S. Truman, he is the head of 
the nation. Yet across the nation the Tru­ 
man stories persist. I f s cheap humor at 
best. If those who tell these cheap jokes 
would write to Truman—writing letters is 
an old Truman custom—and tell him what 
he is doing, that would be a constructive 
substitute for pointless humor. 


It is often contended that the existence of 
the United Nations in no manner affects 
the internal affairs of the American na­ 
tion. The case of Sci Fujii vs. the State of 
California, however, has been decided to 
the contrary. In that case, Justice Emmet 
|H. Wilson decided that an existing law of a 
state is unenforceable because of the Unif­ 
ied Nations charter. 
It does not matfer whether this particu­ 
lar law is good or bad; that is a matter for 
the people of California to decide in their 
legislature. Surely, the people of California 
did not realize that their sovereignty was 
being impaired when the conference to 
write the United Nations charter met in 
San Francisco. 
Involved in this case was the alien land 
law. The constitutionality of this law has 
been attacked for nearly 30 years, but, ex­ 
cept for a few provisions not relating to the 
right of the alien to own land, such attacks 
failed. The United States Supreme Court 
sustained provisions similar to the Califor­ 
nia act in the constitution of the state of 
Washington. 
Justice Wilson says in his decision: 
“In the period of thirty years since the 
alien land law was adopted we have revis­ 
ed our opinions concerning the rights of 
other people*. Out of the travail of World 
'War II came the concept of ‘respect for 
human rights and for fundamental free­ 
doms for all without distinction as to race, 
sex, language, or religion’ as expressed in 
the c harter of the United Nations.” 
So the United States having in conform­ 
ity with this sentiment duly signed and rf t- 
ified the charter of the United Nations, the 
state of California is deprived of a l a w 
which its legislature passed and which the 
United States Supreme Court has upheld. 
Even the sentiments of this charter are 
recognized by the court as binding law. 
Justice Wilson correctly contended: 
“ The charter has become ‘the supreme 
law of the land; and the judges in every 
state shall be bound thereby, any thing in 
the Constitution or laws of any state to the 
contrary notwithstanding.’ U.S. Const. Art. 
VI, Sec. 2. The position of this country in 
the family of nations forbids trafficking in 
innocuous generalities but demands that 
every state in the Union accept and act 
upon the charter according to its plain lan­ 
guage and its unmistakable purpose and 
intent.” 
So the judge reads “ its plain language 
and unmistakable purpose and intent” and 
expatiates upon them for a couple of thou­ 
sand words, coming up with this strictly 
obiter dicta, as the lawyers put it: 
“ Democracy provides a way of life that 
is helpful; however its promises of human 
betterment are but vain expressions of 
hope unless ideals of justice and equity are 
put into practice among governments, and 
as well between government and citizen, 
and are held to be paramount. The integ­ 
rity and vitality of the charter and the con­ 
fidence which it inspires would wane and 
eventually be brought to naught by failure 
to act according to its announced p u r - 
poses. Its survival is contingent upon the 
degree of reverence shown for it by the 
contracting nations, their governmental 
subdivisions and their citizens as well.”
